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Andover’s Bond Rating 


May Rise To Top Despite 
State’s Economic Woes 


By Frank Messina 


As the saying goes, a state’s worth 
is its bond, which in Massachusetts 
these days, is not saying a mouthful. 

But as the Bay State’s financial 
fortunes continued to plummet last 
week with the news that its bond rat- 
ing dropped two places, Andover is 
poised to join a select few state mu- 
nicipalities that have gained Aaa 
ratings—Moody’s Investor Service’s 
highest ranking. 

Nationwide, less than 5 percent of 
all municipalities are granted Aaa 
status by Moody’s, which provides a 
service that grades the investment 
quality of bonds sold by counties, 
municipalities and other public insti- 
tutions. 

In addition to attracting better in- 
terest rates on town bonds ‘“‘there’s 
certainly a lot of prestige’’ in an Aaa 
ranking, said town Financial Direc- 
tor Tony Torrisi. 

Town administrators have been 
working for an Aaa rating several 
years now, and Andover finally 
looks to be a position to win the 
prize. 

When Andover applied for a $3 
million bond issue last year, Moo- 
dy’s did a detailed analysis of the 
town’s finances. Although they 
didn’t change the town’s current Aa 
rating, Moody’s wrote a glowing 
credit report in July, 1988, that 
meets much Aaa criteria. 

“The continued expansion of And- 
over’s affluent residential base and 
high-technology industrial sectors 
combines with sound financial oper- 
ations to provide strong protection 
for its low debt,” the report reads.

ation mitigates the adverse effects 
of Proposition 2%. Well-managed fi- 
nancial operations depend heavily 
on property taxes as the leading rev- 
enue source, and tax collections 
have been prompt.”’ 

But despite the laurels, Mr. Torri- 
si says the state’s current financial 
situation clouds the town’s chances 
of being re-evaluated by Moody’s. 

The troubles started with Proposi- 
tion 242. No municipality in Massa- 
chusetts has been granted a Aaa 
rating since the tax reform initiative 
passed, said Mr. Torrisi. 

The current state budget shortfall 
and massive state borrowing to plug 
the gaps created by plummeting 
revenues led to Massachusetts los- 
ing two notches in its credit rating, 
placing it next to last among 41 
states. 

“Any time anything negative like 
this happens, it doesn’t help,” said 
Mr. Torrisi. 

As shown by the small number of 
municipalities rated Aaa, the bond 
rating isn’t easy to reach at any 
time. And while many factors decide 
who earns the top ranking, there’s 
no clear-cut path to that level. 

“Tt’s not like if you lose 20 pounds, 
it’s guaranteed you'll have a 32 inch 
waist,’”’ said Mr. Torrisi. ‘“‘There’s 
no magic answer.” 


But still, local bonds are mostly 
affected by the town’s own perfor- 
mance. Andover, said Mr. Torrisi, 
has done well in several areas, in- 
cluding high property tax base; low 
existing bond debt; payback of past 
debt; budget growth; local econ- 
omy; and low unemployment levels. 

Achieving Aaa ‘‘would be like win- 
ning the medal of honor,”’ said Mr. 
Torrisi. 
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Assumes State Library Post 


Andover resident Anne M. O’Brien, director of the Pollard 
Memorial Library in Lowell, has been elected president of the 
1,200-member Massachusetts Library Association. 

Her top priority will be to combat state and local funding cuts 
for libraries in the Commonwealth. Continued lobbying and 
strong public relations efforts by librarians are two approaches 
to the funding problem, says Ms. O’Brien, who was very active 
in 1987 in the passage of the Public Library Improvement Bill 
passed by the Legislature. 

The membership of the Massachusetts Library Association is 
drawn from professional librarians across the state, working in 
all types of libraries. The organization sponsors efforts in legis- 
lative lobbying, media relations and intellectual freedom. Ms. 
O’Brien also places a high priority on efforts to boost the image 
of libraries and librarians across the state. “Libraries are im- 
portant repositories of information in an age where there is a 
real explosion of information and in the technology that trans- 
mits it. People need more information just to function in our 
complex society—libraries are where they can get the informa- 
tion and librarians are the professionals that can help them 
access it.” 

Ms. O’Brien was assistant director at Memorial Hall Library 
in Andover before becoming director of Pollard Memorial 
Library in 1984. Her prior experience includes work in school 
libraries in Woburn and Fulton County, GA. She holds degrees 
from Brown University and the University of Rhode Island and 
has served for the past two years as vice president of the 
Massachusetts Library Association.

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Teens Sentenced To 10 Years 
For Andover Savings Robbery

Living their fantasies by robbing 
an Andover bank will cost two area 
teenagers from one to 10 years of 
their young lives in state prison, an 
Essex County judge ruled last 
week. 

Instead of living in Cancun, Mex- 
ico, Michael Costello, 18, and John 
T. Robillard, 17, were sentenced to 
10 years in Concord State Prison by 
Judge Charles Grabau for robbing 
the Andover Savings Bank at gun- 
point last January. 

Both will be eligible for parole in 
one year, said Essex Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Joseph Green. 

“This was a tragic situation for 
all involved,” said Mr. Green, ‘“‘the 
tellers at the bank, the kids and 
their families, who are devastated 
by this.’’ 

Since Jan. 27, the day the two 
masked youths walked into the 
Andover Savings Bank armed with 
a sawed-off rifle, authorities have 
been puzzled over their motives. 

Both Methuen residents, Mr. Ro- 
billard was an honors student at 
Central Catholic and Mr. Costello 
was well-liked at Methuen High 
School with no history of drug 
abuse or other problems. 


“I find it a totally inexplicable 
thing,’’ said Mr. Green. ‘I guess it 
was some type of fantasy. That was 
the only thing the court psycholo- 
gist could get out of them is that it 
was a fantasy.” 

The sentence was the result of 
plea-bargaining between Mr. Green 
and defense attorneys. 
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Judge Grabau handed both teen- 
agers concurrent sentences of 10 
years each on two counts of armed 
robbery while masked and five 
years for one charge of using a 
handgun during a robbery. 

The firearms charge carries a 
one-year mandatory prison term, 
after which the two will be eligible 
for a parole hearing. 

“They had to do the one year,” 
said Green. “Even though neither 
one had a criminal record.” 

Mr. Costello and Mr. Robillard 
were apprehended by Andover po- 
lice attempting to board a flight to 
Cancun. Less than 24 hours earlier, 
they had stolen $4,000 from And- 
over Savings and fled the scene in a 
borrowed car, 

Almost immediately, their plans 
began to fall apart when Andover 
police found the abandoned car less 
than a mile from the bank. Al- 
though the license plates had been 
removed, Methuen detectives were 
able to trace the owners through 
vehicle identification numbers 
marked on the car. 

The trail led quickly to Mr. Cos- 
tello and Mr. Robillard, who had 
driven another vehicle to an airport 
area hotel where they spent the 
night. Alerted to their plans to 
leave the country by a friend of the 
youths, Andover police set up a 
dragnet at Logan Airport. Both 
were arrested without a struggle. 

“The whole caper was ridicu- 
lous,”’ said Green. “I don’t know 
how they thought they were going 
to live in Mexico on $4,000.”

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A Very Short History of A Very American Town 


Andover, incorporated in 1646, was per- 
haps named after Andover, England, and 
has evidence of inhabitants as early as 
7000 B.C. We were originally Cochiche- 
wick (Great Cascade) and included North 
Andover, which was purchased from the 
natives for six pounds and a coat. By 1709, 
the area was divided into North Andover, 
the former center near the burying 
grounds, and our present town which in- 
cluded West Andover, Shawsheen, earlier 
called Frye Village, Ballardvale and 
South Lawrence. 

The Ice Age left Haggett’s, Foster’s and 
Pomps ponds. The Merrimack River is on 
our northern border and its tributary, the 
Shawsheen, runs north to south through 
our middle. 

With a population of 28,000, Andover is 
23 miles north of Boston and 32 square 
miles in Essex County. Route 28 is along 
our midsection, Routes 93 and 495 at our 
edge and 128, a few miles off. We are bor- 
dered by North Andover, North Reading, 
Wilmington, Tewksbury, Dracut, Me- 
thuen and Lawrence: 

Our town became identified as the Hill 
(Phillips Academy), the Mill (mills aside 
the Shawsheen River) and the Till (there 
were 75 large farms at the peak). 

Founding families were fervent Pu- 
ritans whose initial Congregational 
Church was erected in 1645. The first re- 
corded town meeting was in 1656. Simon 
Bradstreet became the colonial governor 
and his wife was the first colonial poetess. 

The settlers skirmished with the nativ- 
es, Algonquins of the Pennacook Confed- 
eracy, and gained the advantage, 
learning how to protect themselves, add- 
ing to their numbers by European arri- 
vals and witnessing a plague that reduced 
the natives from 100,000 to 5,000. 

There were the King Phillips Wars, 
named after a native who mobilized 
against the settlers throughout New En- 
gland around 1679, and witch hysteria, 
three of them eventually paid the su- 
preme price. 

In 1647, Massachusetts legislated that 
towns of 50 families should have a school 
master and those of 100 families should 
have a grammar school. It was believed 
that in earlier years our town had min- 
isters to prepare the ambitious for college 
and dames’ schools to instruct younger 
children.

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Architect Chosen For Center 


Leasing activity at the Riverbend Bus- 
ness Center has been brisk, with leases 
now signed for 60 percent of the building’s 
51,000 square feet of professional office 
space. 

Developer Chris Quincy of Quincy & 
Company, Boston, credited architect Sul- 
livan Design Group, Inc., of Braintree for 
the building’s flexible design, which has 
helped the developer meet the demand 
for small-to-medium-sized professional 
office space. 

The two-story brick building includes 
several design features aimed at attract- 
ing firms in need of a first-class image. 
Joseph Sullivan, spokesman for the ar- 
chitectural firm, pointed to the building’s 
rounded corners as one element adding 
visual interest. 

Jim Sullivan, principal and founder of 
the 23-year-old firm, explained, ‘The 
rounded corners lent a special quality to 
the space and facilitated the creation of 
16 corner offices with floor-to-ceiling 
glass.

square feet for Quincy & Company. ‘“‘We

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Holocaust Survivor Addresses Students

During the last week of classes, freshmen students 
at Andover High School were given the rare opportu- 
nity of listening to a description of the death camps in 
Germany, as told by one of the survivors. 

The social studies program at the high school de- 
votes the fourth quarter of the year to studies and 
readings related to the Holocaust. Social studies tea- 
cher Louis Eiserman invited Professor Alexander 
Scharf of Lexington to address the ninth-grade class 
of 300 students at the J. Everett Collins Center. 


Professor Scharf has lectured widely on his per- 
sonal experiences at labor camps such as Mathausen 
and Melk to groups of high school and college stu- 
dents. He began his talk by saying he was not there to 
entertain the students; the experiences he suffered 
and the scenes eyewitnessed were so painful that for 
30 years he was not able to discuss them with anyone. 

The students sat silently for more than 90 minutes 
while Professor Scharf relived some of his own per- 
sonal experiences—the confinement in a ghetto, 
transportation by freight cars to a death camp, the 
realization of his parents’ doomed fate. 

Professor Scharf paused frequently to maintain 
control while recounting the intense abuse and physi- 
cal degradation he had seen and endured. 


The question-and-answer period that followed was 
at first accompanied by a protracted silence as stu- 
dents tried to absorb the impact of his address. Then 
one hand and another appeared and soon there was a 
volley of questions. 

“Did you believe in God then and do you now?”’ one 


student asked. Other students asked whether he 
wanted revenge, who did he feel was to blame for the 
Holocaust, did he ever encounter a German soldier 
who showed some compassion? 

The students discussed the presentation in the 
classrooms. ‘Nothing we read or saw on film could 
quite compare to the experience of listening to an 
actual eyewitness of the events,”’ said one ninth-grad- 
er. 


Many students commented that having such a 
speaker made the historical events seem somehow 
more real. ‘‘It is not like reading about some person 
in a book. Here you are hearing about it firsthand,”’ 
one said. ‘‘Listening to him speak, I couldn’t help but 
think how hard it must be to talk about this to an 
audience of strangers. 

“While listening to Professor Scharf, it dawned on 
me that the concentration camps were far worse than 
anything I had imagined. Professor Scharf helped us 
not only to see the Holocaust, but in some small way 
to feel it.” 

According to Mr. Eiserman, part of the philosophy 
of the ninth-grade social studies curriculum is ‘‘to 
investigate the abuse of power by organized govern- 
ments and to identify the role and responsibilities of 
individuals within society. 


“Professor Scharf certainly helped dramatize the 
importance of citizen involvement, and I think his 
address will have a lasting impact on all those stu- 
dents who heard him,” he said. 

Mr. Evans is on the high school’s English faculty.

The Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority has completed modernization 
of the Haverhill line commuter rail track,

The Merrimack Valley United Fund 
wants United States youth to be drug- 
free.

Due to the number of problems en- 
countered during the commodity 
food distribution on June 19, the 
Council on Aging is forced to change 
the process for registration and dis- 
tribution of commodity foods. And- 
over residents will no longer be able 
to register by phone. Abuse of this 
liberal registration process by a 
number of residents has resulted in 
the need to change the registration 
process. 

Although the next commodity food 
distribution date has not been set, 
registration will be held Thursday, 
Aug. 10, from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. All 
Andover residents residing in pri- 
vate homes or apartments who wish 
to receive commodity foods must 
register in person to receive a com- 
modity foods eligibility card and 
photo ID. 

In order to receive commodity 
foods, residents must participate in 
income eligibility programs such as 
food stamps, welfare, Medicaid, SSI, 
fuel assistance or veteran’s aid or 
meet the income guidelines which 
are $8,250 for a household of one, 
$11,000 for two, $13,950 for three and 
$16,800 for four. To determine eligi- 
bility for larger households, add $2,- 
850 for each additional household 
member. Applicants must register 
in person and present documenta- 
tion of participation in a means- 
tested program or a copy of their 
1988 F'ederal Income Tax return doc- 
umenting that annual income falls 
within the federal guidelines. 

Residents of elderly housing will 
continue to receive commodity foods 
as they have in the past. Income eli- 
gibility for residents of public hous- 
ing is determined at the time of 
application for housing. 

The summer lunch program at the 
Andover Senior Center begins Mon- 
day, July 3, at 11:45 a.m. All And- 
over residents age 60 and older, 
regardless of income, are eligible. 
The cost is 50 cents. Reservations 
must be made by calling 470-3830 be- 
fore 2 p.m. on the business day pre- 
ceding the luncheon you plan to 
attend. 

The free Andover shuttle expands 
to two free routes on Monday, July 3. 
The new route will include Doctor’s 
Park on Haverhill Street and Bal- 
lardvale. A schedule of the new bus 
routes and pickup times are avail- 
able at the senior center. The bus 
service is available to all residents 
Monday thrugh Friday from 7:03 
a.m, to 6:58 p.m. Both buses will 
make stops at the senior center at 
the same time to allow passengers a 
convenient point of transfer.

Disposal 
A Problem

Diapers! This is one recyclable materi- 
al I have thought too hot to handle. For 
weeks I have received calls and letters 
from people concerned with the plastic in 
disposable diapers. It is said that it will 
never disintegrate, and even young moth- 
ers using these products have been con- 
cerned. I just didn’t now how to handle it. 
I could see Dave White, our plastics man, 
disappearing down the road if someone 
showed up with a month’s supply of used 
disposable, but, of course, plastic dia- 
pers. 

Perhaps you heard something on tele- 
vision about this, and a Boston newspaper 
had an article on it last week, parts of 
which I will quote. Procter and Gamble, 
the largest manufacturer of plastic-cov- 
ered diapers, has announced that they are 
funding several projects to recycle some 
of the 16 billion disposable diapers used 
and discarded in the United States each 
year. ‘Plans call for the plastic in the 
diapers to be recycled into such things as 
flower pots, garbage bags and park 
benches”’ (they said it, not me.) 

The article also mentioned that the non- 
disposability of these products proposes a 
health hazard because of dangerous bac- 
teria and viruses they contain. Even the 
mothers who called me didn’t mention 
that one. 

The company says they believe solving 
this problem is their responsibility, and I 
am very glad they will be working on it 
and that Andover doesn’t have to handle 
it by itself. 

Thanks to all who called. Must be you 
called other places too and it worked. I 
guess it is one more example of keep call- 
ing and something finally happens. 

Keep calling your local officials too. We 
need a working composting site and a 
curbside pick-up for glass and plastic. 
The town manager and selectmen know 
what I think. Do they know what you 
think?

Tuesday night, Mr. Colyer and the 
Planning Board introduced a new 
committee that will look at ways to 
develop affordable housing in And- 
over. 

The committee is an extension of 
efforts currently being made on the 
state level to pay more attention to 
local solutions to housing problems. 

“This is a plan that calls for im- 
plementation; it’s not meant to sit 
on a shelf,” said Mr. Colyer. “It will 
tie in local needs, stir in regional 
needs and come up with housing ac-

tion.” 

The committee, unappointed as 
yet, will consist of representatives 
from town boards and the League of 
Women Voters. Its findings and rec- 
ommendations on all aspects will not 
only be aimed at Andover, but will 
be circulated to a special state legis- 
lative commission, of which Mr. Co- 
lyer is a member. 

The commission met for the first 
time in May, and Mr. Colyer praised 
its creation as ‘‘the first time the 
state has heard loud and clear that 
local initiative should count towards 
the 10 percent”’ affordable housing 
level required to receive state reve- 
nue. 


“The job ahead is not all that for- 
midable. We have a sound base from 
which to work, and we have a lull in 
the storm in which to do it,”” Mr. Co- 
lyer said in his memo.

More 
importantly, the plan must contain 
realistic goals and be able to be im- 
plemented.”’ 

The housing committee received 
support from the Planning Board, 
which scheduled the new group’s 
first meeting for sometime this 
month.

On Right Track 


It would appear that the efforts of the Andover 
Endowment for the Arts, the school committee 
and other town officials are on the right track in 
their efforts to resolve controversy surrounding 
the operation of the Collins Center. 

Local and school groups had complained 
about the availability of the center to the schools 
and other Andover organizations, as well as the 
cost of rental of the facility. 

A committee has been appointed as an initial 
step toward resolving the issue and will be meet- 
ing next Wednesday to begin their work. 

Gerald Cohen, president of the Andover En- 
dowment for the Arts, which runs the center has 
been cooperative with all groups and has ex- 
pressed an interest in making the facility as ac- 
cessible as possible to the Andover schools and 
community organizations, 

To that end, it has been proposed that volun- 
teers be trained to work with the sophisticated 
stage equipment, rather than relying on paid 
professionals for all planned performances. 

Mr. Cohen siad that in the fall, publication of a 
calendar of events taking place at the Collins 
Center will indicate that Andover High domi- 
nates use of the facility. 

Based on the concerns being addressed by all 
involved in the Collins Center operations, it 
would seem that a successful resolution of the 
expressed problems can be reached. 

At the same time, the continued appearance of 
top professional entertainment can be main- 
tained. 

Since its opening over five years ago, thou- 
sands of people from Andover and surrounding 
communities, have enjoyed the professional tal- 


ent brought to the Collins Center through the 
efforts of the ABA. 

Also, during that same period, many public 
school groups have been exposed to cultural and 
educational progams at the center. 

The Collins Center is a fine facility and has 
meant much to Andover since its opening five 
years ago. 

There well could be some legitimate com- 
plaints concerning its availability to schools and 
community groups which are being addressed 
now and, we trust, will be resolved to the satis- 
faction of all, without sacrifice of the profession- 
al programs conducted since that initial 
appearance of the Boston Pops orchestra which 
opened the building. 

Unfortunately, similar feelings can not be ex- 
pressed for those opposed to the Shawsheen Fx- 
tended Day Program. 

While the town has approved continuance of 
the SHED program through purchase of porta- 
ble classrooms for the Shawsheen School prop- 
erty, neighbors continue to express their 
opposition, currently critical of Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony for not meeting with them to 
discuss proposed landscaping. 

Maybe Mr. Mahony should meet with the 
group, but his failure to respond quickly is un- 
derstandable since a contract has to be signed 

for delivery of the portable building. Landscap- 
ing will be the final portion of the project nad 
may not take place until some time in the fall. 

Certainly there is sufficient time. 

The town has spoken and approved the plan. It 
is time for the neighbors to work with the com- 
munity to insure continued success.

Clarifying Misinformation On SHED 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

At the School Committee meeting 
of June 20, some questions were 
raised concerning the Shawsheen 
Extended Day Care program’s non- 
compliance with Office for Children 
regulations at noontime. I would like 
to try to clarify the issue. 

For the past five years, SHED has 
worked with a licenser who retired 
last July from OFC. When she did 
our licensing study, she was well 
aware of the fact that from 11:15 
a.m. to 12:30 p.m. daily and on early 
release days, we have both the 38 
morning SHED children and the 38 
afternoon SHED children at SHED 
at the same time. 

Her interpretation of the regula- 
tion was that we could have no more 
than the licensed capacity (38) in the 
classrooms at one time. Since we 
had access to the gym/lunchroom 
during that hour, as long as we did 
not have the two groups in the same 
place at the same time and as long 
as we were adequately staffed, there 
was no problem. She did not write 
this all out on our license. 

The problem came when ‘‘some- 
one”’ called OFC to complain that we 
had too many children at SHED. 
When our new licenser came to do a 
spot check at 3:10 p.m. on May 5, 
we, of course, had the proper num- 
ber of children. During my explana- 
tion of our procedures during the 
day, I told her about the noontime 
overlap. Her interpretation of the 
regulation was that we could have 
no more than 38 in our care regard- 
less of what other space was avail- 
able without having it so specified on 
our license. In order to have it writ- 
ten on the license, she would have to 
do a relicensing study, which is ex- 
tremely time consuming. 

The licenser had to write a non- 
compliance report, but in light of the 
fact that SHED has never had a 
problem or complaint of any kind 
before this one, that we had been fol- 
lowing this procedure for the past 
five years with the OK of our pre- 
vious licenser, that the program was 
closing June 20 (six weeks away) 
and would need to be relicensed in 
the fall and that the non-compliance 
was a technicality, not a serious in- 
fraction, OFC decided to leave us in 
a “non-compliance” state until the 
closing of school. Our license next 


year will be changed to include the 
proper wording. 

I have spoken with the director of 
licensing for the state, who is the 
person who explained our situation 
to the abutters. Apparently her in- 
formation was not repeated accu- 
rately, and she has volunteered to 
speak with any School Committee 
parson who needs further clarifica- 
ion. 

I hope this has cleared up any mis- 
information and misconceptions 
concerning our integrity. I am very 
proud of the SHED program and 
deeply resent people using bits of 
misinformation to try to discredit 
the program.

clean lakes program in the spring of 
1988 for a grant to fund a thorough 
study of the pond. The town was 
awarded the grant in August 1988 
(two-thirds to be paid for by the 
state and one-third by the town). 
The Massachusetts clean lakes pro- 
gram made a preliminary investiga- 
tion checking past history, runoff 
and bordering lands and taking wa- 
ter samples. They then drew up a 
formal document defining the scope 
of the proposed study. 

Accumulating data during the stu- 
dy will take about 18 months and will 
be done by professional consultants 
with some flow monitoring chores 
done by town specialists. There are 
two main parts to the study: a diag- 
nostic study to research all material 
about the pond and its history, in- 
cluding its present status, soils, sedi- 
ments, plants, watershed area, fish, 
water quality, drainage, storm flow, 
etc.; and a feasibility study result- 
ing in a comprehensive series of rec- 
ommendations for the pond. 

For each recommendation it will 
list the advantages, costs, expected 
results, alternatives, problems, etc. 
Then the town can decide what ac- 
tion it might want to take. 

Just as the study was going out to 
bid in the fall of 1988, Massachusetts 
realized it had big financial prob- 
lems and the funds were put on hold.

AEA monopoly of the auditorium. 

The School Committee appointed a sub- 
committee to look into ways the facility 
could better serve the community as a 
whole last Tuesday. The subcommittee 
will set up guidelines, examine policies 
and evaluate the rental fee structure of 
the Collins Center, said Andres Salazar, 
School Committee member and subcom- 
mittee chairman. The first meeting has 
been tentatively scheduled for July 5. 


Members of the committee are Jan 
Burkholder of 1 Stafford Lane; Tom Cic- 
cia, 9 Exeter Way; Jack Dziadul, 11 Acro- 
polis Circle; Diana Gould, 21 Greybirch 
Road; Ned Hines, Jr., 63 Salem St.; and 
Dana Hirst, 2 Woodhill Road. 


Mr. Salazar, who recommended the 
nominees to the subcommittee, was crit- 
icized by fellow School Committee mem- 
bers last week for not appointing 
representatives of interest groups. He de- 
fended his choices, saying each was cho- 
sen for his or her involvement. in 
community and school affairs, leadership 
skills, areas of expertise and mixture of 
viewpoints.

The AEA board of trustees met with Se-

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some Simple Steps To Help 
Get A Lawn Back In Shape 


Chances are your lawn took a beating in 
last year’s drought. If you were allowed 
to water at all last summer, you probably 
did so sparingly and may have made 
things worse. Shallow, sporadic watering 
encourages weak surface roots that parch 
and die in summer heat. The result is 
sparse, patchy grass and an all-out inva- 
sion by crabgrass and weeds. 

If your lawn appears to be in reasonab- 
ly good condition and weeds are not a 
problem, fertilize before the first flush of 
new growth and follow the watering and 
mowing tips below. But, if more than 25 
percent of your lawn is dead or badly 
damaged, you will need to dethatch and 
overseed to re-establish healthy turf. Fol- 
low these simple steps. 

1. Rent a power rake or verticutter. 
These machines loosen thatch and bring 
it to the surface where it can be removed 
with a rake or lawn sweeper. The verti- 
cutter actually slices into the existing 
turf, creating a bed for-new seed. 

2. Purchase a good quality grass seed 
mixture recommended for your area and 
conditions. Beware of bargain seed—it of- 
ten contains a high percentage of seeds 
and inert matter. 

3. Overseed at a rate of 8 to 10 seeds per 
square inch. The slices made by the verti- 
cutter will provide a perfect bed for the 
new seeds. 

4. After seeding, apply a spring lawn 
fertilizer with crabgrass control. The low 
nitrogen formula is ideal for sprouting 
seedlings and will provide some immedi- 
ate greening of the existing grass. 

5. Water gently several times daily with 
a lawn sprinkler. The seeded areas should 
be kept uniformly moist but not sopping. 
Never let the soil surface dry out com- 
pletely while the seed is germinating— 
two to four weeks or until grass is at least 
two inches high.

6. When new grass passes the two-inch 
mark, it’s time to mow. Throughout the 
growing season, adjust mower height to 
allow for a cut no shorter than 2 inches in 
spring and fall and 2% to 3 inches during 
the hot weather. The extra length gives 
the grass some protection from heat and 
drought and provides more leaf area for 
nutrient production to build strong, 
healthy turf. 


Mowing tip: before the mowing season 
gets underway, have your mower blade 
sharpened and check its condition peri- 
odically. A dull blade rips the tops off 
grass plants giving the whole lawn a sick- 
ly, greyish appearance. 


7. After six weeks of new growth, it’s 
advisable to feed the entire lawn with a 
slow-release, high nitrogen (30-4-4) ferti- 
lizer. 


8. If dandelions and other broadleaf 
weeds are present, apply a complete 
fertilizer with weed killer. 


9. In the autumn, apply a low nitrogen 
(10-16-20) fall fertilizer with calcium and 
sulphur to stimulate root development, 
‘“‘winterize’’ the grass and give it a strong 
headstart in spring. 


10. An occasional deep watering is far 
better for a lawn than a daily sprinkle. 
Run your sprinkler until at least an inch 
of water has been applied over the entire 
lawn. A cup or can placed in the path of 
the sprinkler makes a handy water 
meter.

Auditing Statements Outlined 


Nine new Statements on Auditing Standards have been published to pro- 
vide guidance for CPAs auditing financial statements, according to Joseph 
C. Craig, CPA, chairman of the accounting and auditing committee of the 
Massachusetts Society of Certified Public Accountants Inc. 

Included in the standards are major changes in the wording of the audi- 
tor’s standard report. The report is now revised so it gives clearer descrip- 
tions of the auditor's responsibility, work the auditor does and assurance the 
auditor gives on financial statements. 

The statements were issued by the auditing standards board of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Certified Public Accountants and are effective for audits and 
financial statements for periods beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989, with two 
exceptions. 


According to Mr. Craig, SAS Number 58, “Reports on Audited Financial 
Statements,”’ is effective for reports issued on or after Jan. 1, 1989, and SAS 
Number 58, ‘‘Consideration of the Internal Control Structure in a Financial 
Statement Audit,” is effective for audits of financial statements for periods 
beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1990. ‘Early application is permissable for all 
nine standards,” Mr. Craig said. 

The new standards also clarify the auditor’s responsibility for designing 
an audit to detect fraud and illegal acts, evaluating an entity’s systems of 


internal control and considering and disclosing substantial doubt about a 
company’s ability to continue as a going concern. 

“The statements on auditing standards are designed to improve audit 
performance and auditor communications,” Mr. Craig said. ‘“‘They should 
bring the auditor’s responsibility and performance closer to what the public 
thinks auditors do.”’ 

The only standard that is effective on a delay basis concerns the broaden- 
ing of the auditor’s responsibility to consider internal control structure when 
planning and performing an audit. This standard is operative for audits of 
financial statements for periods beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1990. This 
delay, according to Mr. Craig, allows CPA firms sufficient time to imple- 
ment the standard into their audit activities. 

“The accounting profession has a public responsibility to continually as- 
sess auditing standards in light of the expectation and concerns of others,”’ 
said Theodore J. Flynn, Massachusetts Society of CPAs executive director. 
“These new standards demonstrate the profession’s continuing concern for 
its public responsibilities.’’

North Andover Opthalmologist 
Restores Sight To Child 


In a rare operation lat week at the Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary, 
opthalmologist Roger Steinert, a resident of North Andover, restored sight 
to the eye of a 4-year-old child. 

Shortly after Joshua Crenshaw of Springfield was born, doctors removed 
the lens in his right eye because it was clouded with a cataract. Although a 
plastic lens is usually implanted in adult patients to replace the human lens, 
which focuses light entering the eye, surgeons cannot safely implant synthe- 
tic lenses in children. 

Efforts to help Joshua see using a contact lens failed. His local eye sur- 
geon then attempted to focus light entering the eye by covering his cornea, 
the clear tissue at the front of the eye, with donor eye tissues. Joshua rapidly 
developed a serious infection that destroyed the donor tissue and left his own 
cornea scarred. 

Joshua’s cornea was so scarred that light could not enter the eye. Even if 
it could, the light would not be focused because he had no lens. Joshua was 
referred to Dr. Steinert, who devised a unique operation that would provide 
a clear cornea and a means to focus light entering the eye. 

During the 90-minute procedure at the infirmary, Dr. Steinert shaved off 


Hearsay Bill Gets 


The Judiciary Committee gave a favorable recommendation to the “child 
hearsay bill” (Senate 795), which would allow the out-of-court statements of 
child sexual abuse victims to be admitted in court under certain circum- 
stances. 

At the request of Essex County District Attorney Kevin M. Burke, who 
drafted the legislation, Senator Frederick B. Berry (D-Peabody) will ask the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court for an advisory opinion as to the 
bill’s constitutionality.”’ 

“I’m very pleased with the progress of this critical piece of legislation- 
, said District Attorney Burke. ‘Too often judges and juries don’t get to 
hear the most complete, most compelling testimony, that of the child victim. 
This legislation represents an important tool in the fight to protect our 
children and put child molesters in jail where they belong.’ 

“T hope the Supreme Court will rule expeditiously on our request for an 
advisory opinion, in order that we may better serve the children of the 
commonwealth and accelerate the prosecution of child molesters,’’ Sen. 
Berry said.

the top scarred layers of Joshua’s cornea and implanted a piece of hydrogel, 
the same material used to make soft contact lenses. The implanted material 
focuses light properly onto the back of the eye. Then the implant was cov- 
ered with donated corneal tissue, replacing the scarred cornea with a clear 
front layer. 

This hydrogel corneal inlay operation is very new. Only 20 patients in the 
world have undergone the procedure and Dr. Steinert is the leading surgeon 
in the investigative team, having performed seven such procedures at the 
infirmary. 

Because Joshua’s case was the first ever such operation on a child and the 
first to be combined with donated corneal tissue, it required approval by the 
infirmary’s human studies committee and the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion in Washington, D.C. Approval was granted when officials realized the 
procedure was the only way to restore Joshua’s sight. 

Five days after the operation the bandages were removed and Joshua’s 
eyesight was already improving. Full recovery will depend on months of 
therapy to strengthen the eye, but Joshua has the chance to grow up with 
useful vision, infirmary staff members said. 


Initial Approval

Charles and Alverna Malcom 
Kansas counterpart by about 230 
years and bigger by about 23,000 
people. 

But there are parallels. Andover, 
Kan., is below a North Andover, of 
course, and not too far from Hav- 
erhill. Newton, Adams and Arlington 
are a drive away; Kansas even has a 
Bunker Hill. 

Although the biggest industries in 
Andover, Kan., are Boeing, Cessna 
and Beech aircraft manufacturing 


plants, there is a Raytheon plant 
there. 

Mr. Malcom said another likeness 
between the two towns, which are 
about 1,500 miles apart, is the qual- 
ity of the schools. ‘‘They ought to be 
good; we pay high taxes,”’ he said. 

Andover, Kan., is not the same as 
it was when the Malcoms were mar- 
ried 40 years ago. ‘‘A shopping cen- 
ter was opened last year and 
another is being completed in 
phases,”’ said an issue of their home- 
town paper, The Andover Journal. 
‘Fast food restaurants and conve- 
nience stores have sprung up as 
have new financial institutions and 
medical offices.”’ 

A lot of new faces are moving in 
too, Mr. Malcom said. ‘I used to 
know everybody in town,” he said. 
‘‘Now I feel like I’m the stranger.”’ 

The two towns “‘have a lot of simi- 
larities,’’ he said, ‘‘only you got 
trees.”’ 

But his wife’s working on that 
one. As a member of the town’s 
beautification committee, she’s see- 
ing to it that Andover, Kan., gets 
some more trees.
